School Committee 


decides on 
Wildwood plan

WILMINGTON — The 
School Committee met last 
Wednesday night and re- 
convened discussions on 
the Wildwood Building Stu- 
dy and the proposed new 
school start times. 

To open the meeting, the 
committee’s high school 
representatives Audrey 
LaConte and Madison Ben- 
oit named a number of re- 
cent events at or involving 
the high school including 
a DECA competition on 
the 15th, the performing 
arts concerts for chorus, 
band, and strings respec- 
tively on the 6th, 8th, and 
13th, winter sports, field 
trips, and presentations 
from the school counsel- 
ing department for juniors 
and seniors. 

In public comment, resi- 
dent Scott Neville expres- 
sed concern about the re- 
quirement that public 
comments be relevant to 
the listed agenda items at 
that night’s meeting. He

said that this is a place 
where parents need to be 
heard. 

He referenced previous 
‘public comments about 
the Wildwood building on 
Nov. 16 and school policy 
on Dec. 7, saying that these 
showed areas where the 
community is lacking in 
awareness or information. 
His idea would be that 
public comment can be 
about any current school 
topic, but he said they 
should at least allow com- 
ments on the previous 
meeting’s agenda items. 

After that, the commit- 
tee returned to discussion 
about the Wildwood Buil- 
ding Study. Superinten- 
dent Dr. Glenn Brand de- 
scribed the option of split- 
ting the Wildwood pro- 
grams between the middle 
school and the West In- 
termediate School that 
had emerged in the pro- 
cess of considering an in- 
terim solution for the cur- 
rent programs. 

At the most recent Wild- 
wood Building Committee 
meeting, they received es- 
timated costs, including 
$600,000 for an outdoor 
play space. Brand then 
discussed with DPW Di- 
rector Jamie Magaldi who 
said he could bring one in 
for $100,000. The commit- 
tee’s recommendation to

School Committee 


reviews school budget

WILMINGTON — Su- 
perintendent Dr. Glenn 
Brand led a presentation 
of the school department 
budget for 2023-2024 at 
the School Committee 
meeting last Wednesday 
night. He began by ac- 
knowledging the fact 
that: the budget is sub- 
ject to ongoing challen- 
ges related to the pan- 
demic and learning. 
Some of these chal- 
lenges were meeting the 


expanding needs of the 
district’s | educational 
community, trying to 
best support the social- 
emotional wellbeing of 
students as well as learn- 
ing, the end of COVID-19 
grants, and other signifi- 
cant budget drivers. 

The budget guidelines 
used for this year’s budg- 
et said that appropriate 
funding needs to be pro- 
vided for essential serv- 
ices and improving spe- 
cial educational services 
while also continuing to 
drive curriculum and in- 


struction. Brand relayed 
that he gave school lead- 
ers the instruction not to 
include new positions un- 
less it was an emergency 
or legal concern, and that 
any non-salary items’ 
cost should remain flat. 

Next year’s budget dri- 
vers are meeting the ex- 
panding needs of stu- 
dents, meeting the dis- 
trict’s contractual obli- 
gations, planning for 
special education tui- 
tion, increased transpor- 
tation costs, and the end 
of COVID-19 grants. 


Director of Student 
Support Services Alice 
Brown-LeGrand repeat- 
ed a sentiment from the 
previous meeting affirm- 
ing that the town is com- 
mitted to educating stu- 
dents in the district. 
She expressed data has 
shown that students edu- 
cated in-district have a 
better outlook when they 
are educated among 
their peers. She also 
spoke to the fact that out- 
of-district private special

with many projects

WILMINGTON — The 
Select Board spent 2022 
advocating for Wilming- 
ton residents’ best inter- 
ests, responding to known 
and unexpected issues, 
and ushering in trans- 
parency for building 
projects, along with 
other business. 

The tragedy of the 
death of Roberta Saus- 
ville Devine in January 
of this year launched a 
campaign of ongoing 
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conversations and up- 
dates from the MBTA at 
regular board meetings. 
The investigation of the 
problem that led to the 
deadly crash turned res- 
idents’ attention to other 
signal issues at all 
MBTA crossings in town. 

Wilmington’s town offi- 
cials and state represen- 
tatives responded right 
away, assuring residents 
that their goals were to 
ensure safety and sys- 
tematic change to the 
MBTA. The board went 
on to report on their con- 


versations with the MTBA 
when the response they 
received was_insuffi- 
cient. 

As the budget was pre- 
pared for the annual 
Town Meeting, the board 
was among the first to 
hear about increased 
costs and budget cuts 
which would be put for- 
ward for residents to 
vote upon. They saw an 
increase of $527,000 to 
the price of Wilmington 
students attending the 
Shawsheen Tech, and 
savings including $326,000 


in health insurance due 
to the COVID-19 pan- 
demic. 

The board first pre- 
viewed all of the Town 
Meeting articles in Feb- 
ruary containing items 
such as by-law edits, the 
town department budg- 
ets, capital improvement 
projects, and re-zoning 
proposals. 

The board provided 
meaningful feedback on 
the proposed locations 
for a new senior center

Bryson also suggested 
there be more communica- 
tion with staff about the 
proposed changes so that 
they could be heard. Plow- 
man and Turner did note

that the audience at the 
forum seemed to be mostly 
teachers, especially from 
the north ‘side of town. 
Samaha ‘added that a lot of 
the comments made were 
from similar points of 
view, and they needed to 
get a wider range of per- 
spectives. 

Ragsdale expressed his 
opinion that the forum 
won’t be representative of. 
public opinion but just a 
chance to hear feedback 
that informs their decision 
and enables them to see 
the impact of their deci- 
sion.

Residents seek 
Tree City designation

TEWKSBURY — Al Man- 
cini speaks for the trees. 
The Tewksbury resident, a 
longtime advocate for tree 
preservation in town, has 
been known to quote Dr. 
Seuss’ environmental tome 
“The Lorax” in public meet- 
ings and has pushed the 
town to make trees a pri- 
ority. 

Now, Mancini and a group 
of residents are taking the 
next step to get Tewksbury 
declared a-Tree City. 

The Arbor Day Founda- 
tion, a national nonprofit 
dedicated to tree planting, 
runs the Tree City USA 
program as a way to en- 
courage cities and towns 
to invest in natural infra- 
structure and realize the 
benefits of tree planting in 
communities. The organi- 
zation was founded in 1976 
and includes over 3,600 
communities from every 
state in the country; it 
boasts over 941,000 trees 
planted and $1.4 billion 
invested in urban forestry 
in 2021. 

More than half of Massa- 
chusetts residents live in a 
Tree City USA community 
— the program is adminis- 
tered locally by the state’s

Department of Con- 
servation and Recreation’s 
Urban and Community 
Forestry Program. A com- 
munity of any size may be 
recognized for its commit- 
ment to maintain and man- 
age tree resources; neigh- 
boring towns that have al- 
ready received the desig- 
nation include Andover, 
Chelmsford, Lowell, and 
Wilmington. 

Eligible communities can 
receive road signs and 
flags to be displayed around 
town, and Challenge Grants 
can help support further 
development of tree man- 
agement activities. The 
program promotes count- 
less benefits to increasing 
and maintaining trees in 
town, including lower tem- 
peratures, clean air, re- 
duced noise pollution, cli- 
mate change mitigation, 
energy cost savings, im- 
proved resident health, and 
increased property values. 

The town currently ful- 
fills three out of four re- 
quirements to be recog- 
nized as a Tree City: Tewks- 
bury has a tree board or 
department, satisfied by 
the DPW forestry division 
and tree warden; a tree 
care ordinance under Chap- 
ter 8 of the Massachusetts 
General Laws; and spends 


a minimum of $2 per capi- 
ta in the town’s annual 
forestry budget. The final 
requirement is an Arbor 
Day observance and pro- 
clamation. 

At the Dec. 20 meeting of 
the Tewksbury Select Board, 
Mancini, resident Susan 
Young, and open space 
and recreation plan com- 
mittee chair Tom Bran- 
chaud requested that the 
board take the step of is- 
suing an observance pro- 
clamation.

CLEAN ENERGY LAW REVISION REQUIRES NOMINAL PRICE CHANGE 
IN TEWKSBURY’S COMMUNITY CHOICE ELECTRICITY PROGRAM 
TEWKSBURY, MA — A revision in Massachusetts law has resulted in the need for a 


nominal price adjustment in Tewksbury’s Community Choice electricity program. Im- 
portantly, the rate residents pay will continue to remain below National Grid’s current 


Basic Service rate. 


In October 2022, the Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection finalized 
several changes to the state’s Clean Energy Standard. In part, these changes in- 
crease the amount of clean energy that utilities and suppliers need to purchase, and 
also increases certain compliance payments that suppliers are required to make to 
the state. This revision has resulted in a minor increase of $0.00103 per kilowatt hour 
in the overall cost of electricity. 


Consumers typically use an average of 600-kilowatt hours of electricity per month. 
With the adjusted cost included, this means Tewksbury ratepayers’ average bill will 
increase by approximately $0.62 a month compared to the current program rate. This 
price adjustment will be effective with the February 2023 meter reads and remain fixed 


through December 2024, when the current contract ends. 


The program’s initial cost per kilowatt hour and adjusted cost per kilowatt hour are 


detailed in the chart below.

It is important to note that all electricity suppliers operating in Massachusetts, including 
National Grid, are subject to the Clean Energy Standard regulation changes and the 


related pricing adjustment. 


Increased Local Control, Renewable Energy 


Tewksbury launched its electricity program in May 2016 in an effort to develop an en- 
ergy program that would be stable, affordable and incorporate renewable energy. The 
creation of Tewksbury’s energy program has allowed for greater control over the price 
and environmental characteristics of the electricity residents use. Tewksbury’s current 
program offering is using an additional 5 percent MA Class | Renewable Energy Cer- 
tificates (RECs) above minimum state requirements, which incentivizes New England 
renewable energy projects, creates more job opportunities in the New England energy 
sector, and supports the New England economy. 


For added consumer protection, there are no enrollment, early termination, or can- 
cellation fees attached to the Tewksbury electricity program. To date, approximately 
170 Massachusetts communities have created their own community choice electricity 
programs to benefit residents. 


Basic Service rates change twice a year or more, depending on rate class. As a result, 
the aggregation rate may not always be lower than the Basic Service rate. The goal 
of the aggregation is to deliver savings over the life of the program against National 
Grid Basic Service. However, such savings and future savings cannot be guaranteed.

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Baker-Polito 
Administration 
announces 
new round 


of funding for 


health centers 


BOSTON — The Baker- 
Polito Administration an- 
nounced a new round of 
funding for Community 
Health Centers (CHCs) as 
part of the Administra- 
tion’s continued support 
for these critically impor- 
tant health care providers. 
This latest funding builds 
upon more than $117 mil- 
lion in funding for CHCs 
throughout the past year. 

“Community health cen- 
ters provide essential pri- 
mary, preventive, dental 
and behavioral health 
treatment to anyone re- 
gardless of their ability to 
pay. Maintaining the via- 
bility of our Massachu- 
setts Community Health 
Centers in Massachusetts 
is important to address 
the whole health needs of 
their patients and to sup- 
port the communities in 
which they work,” said 
Health and Human Ser- 
vices Secretary Marylou 
Sudders. “The Baker-Po- 
lito Administration has 
made community health 
centers a priority in our 
health care investments.” 

$15 million in funding 
from the American Res- 
cue Plan Act (ARPA) has 
been allocated to 24 CHCs 
to promote primary care 
workforce development, 
recruitment and retention. 
CHCs submitted proposals 
to maintain and recruit 
primary care workforce 
and expand the workforce 
pipeline through incen- 
tives and increased fund- 


ing. 

In addition, the recent 
economic development bill 
signed by Governor Baker 
allocated another $30 mil- 
lion for Community Health 
Centers. Of that, $20 mil- 
lion is being distributed in 
directed payments based 
the CHC’s utilization of 
the Health Safety Net 
Trust Fund. The Health 
Safety Net Trust Fund 
provides funding for es- 
sential health care to both 
underinsured and unin- 
sured residents of Massa- 
chusetts. $10 million has 
been allocated for CHCs to 
address deferred care for 
chronic health and/or be- 
havioral health conditions. 

This latest round of fund- 
ing for CHCs builds upon 
more than $117 million in 
new investments CHCs 
this year. Earlier this year, 
the Baker-Polito adminis- 
tration announced $12.5 
million in funding from an 
earlier supplemental bud- 
get appropriation to CHCs 
for work on COVID-19 mit- 
igation initiatives, includ- 
ing vaccine equity and 
testing Services. Addition- 
ally, $5 million was award- 
ed to 28 CHCs in October 
2022 to update and im- 
prove their Electronic 
Health Records (EHR) 
systems. 

These funds also build on 
$100 million in annual rate 
increases that took effect 
for CHCs at the beginning 
of 2022.

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Dept. of Correction reaches agreement 
with Justice Department regarding 
mental health care for prisoners 


BOSTON — The Mas- 
sachusetts Department 
of Correction (DOC) en- 


tered into an agreement 


with the Department of 
Justice (DOJ) that will 
further advance the sig- 
nificant improvements 
implemented by the DOC 
with respect to mental 
health care policies and 
practices in DOC facili- 
ties. 

While the DOC has al- 
ready made many chan- 
ges over the past three 
years, the agreement will 
help the DOC achieve its 
goal of providing greater 
supervision and the high- 
est standards of care for 
those experiencing a men- 


tal health crisis in a cor-. 


rectional facility. 

In October 2018, the DOJ 
initiated an investigation 
into the adequacy of 
DOC’s care for prisoners 
with serious mental ill- 


- ness or who are otherwise 


at risk of serious harm 
from restrictive housing 
conditions, and for geri- 
atric and palliative care 
prisoners. The DOJ found 
no evidence that the DOC 
provided substandard ge- 
riatric and palliative care 
to prisoners, or that pris- 
oners were at risk of seri- 
ous harm from restrictive 
housing. 

The DOJ did, however, 
develop concerns related 
to the supervision and 
care of prisoners in men- 
tal health crisis and con- 
tinued its investigation 
for that reason. 

In November 2020, the 
DOJ issued its report 
and called upon the DOC 
to make significant chan- 
ges to its policies and 
practices regarding su- 


pervision, mental health 
care, and restrictive con- 
ditions during prolonged 
mental health watches. 
The DOJ did not file suit 
against the DOC, and 
acknowledged in its re- 
port that the DOC had al- 
ready begun to change 
its practices. The DOC’s 
efforts have continued to 
this day. 

“We are pleased the 
DOC has reached an ag- 
reement with the DOJ. 
The Executive Office of 
Public Safety and Secu- 
rity is committed to sup- 
porting the DOC’s efforts 
to provide the highest 
standards of mental health 
treatment to prisoners 
suffering from mental 
health crises and to en- 
sure the ongoing imple- 
mentation of meaningful 
reforms to protect vul- 
nerable individuals and 
promote public safety,” 
said Public Safety and 
Security Secretary Ter- 
rence Reidy.. 

“The Department has 
been diligent, transpar- 
ent, and cooperative with 
the DOJ to advance our 
shared goal of improving 
mental health care for 
those experiencing a 
mental health crisis. We 
remain deeply commit- 
ted to the health and 
well-being of all entrust- 
ed to our care while en- 
suring the protection of 
their physical safety and 
civil rights,” said DOC 
Commissioner Carol Mi- 
Ch: 

Implementation of the 
following actions are ei- 
ther complete or under- 
way by DOC: 

¢ Appointment of an in- 
dependent qualified ex- 


pert agreed upon by DOJ 
and DOC to review the 
care of individuals in cri- 
sis and ensure ongoing 
compliance with the ag- 
reement. 

¢ Increase in data col- 
lection requirements re- 
garding therapeutic su- 
pervision (formerly 
known as mental health 
watch) to ensure a con- 
sistent reporting struc- 
ture to improve data an- 
alysis and evaluation of 
intervention efficacy. 

¢ Enhancement of clin- 
ical interventions, out of 
cell therapeutic contacts 
and adjusted property 
allowances for individu- 
als on therapeutic super- 
vision. 

¢ Expansion of existing 
Crisis Intervention Train- 
ing for DOC personnel 
with evidence-based cur- 
ricula on mental health 
care, suicide prevention, 
and de-escalation tech- 
niques. 

¢ Development of an 
Intensive Stabilization 
Unit at the Department’s 
designated mental health 
facility (currently Old 
Colony Correctional Cen- 
ter) to provide individu- 
alized treatment for 
those on extended thera- 
peutic supervision who 
do not meet the statuto- 
ry requirements for in- 
patient hospitalization. 

¢ Retention of Support 
Persons, provided by a 
contracted healthcare 
provider and under the 
supervision of qualified 


mental health profes-. 


sionals, to engage in non- 
clinical interactions with 
individuals on therapeu- 
tic supervision. 

In consultation with the 


DOJ, the DOC retained 
Reena Kapoor, MD, to 
serve as the independent 
expert and person re- 
sponsible for ensuring 
compliance with the ag- 
reement. 

Dr. Kapoor’s profession- 
al experience reflects her 
indisputable commit- 
ment to the care and 
treatment of individuals 
suffering from mental 
illness in correctional 
facilities. Dr. Kapoor, 
who is a professor at 
Yale School of Medicine, 
has worked as a psychia- 
trist in correctional fa- 
cilities, served as a con- 
sultant to litigants and 
as an independent moni- 
tor in other jurisdictions 
with the goal of facilitat- 
ing improvements in po- 
licies and practices as 
they relate to prisoners 
with mental illness. 

At the federal level, Dr. 
Kapoor serves as a con- 
sultant to the Depart- 
ment of Justice on con- 
cerns related to correc- 
tional mental health- 
care, and she previously 
served as a consultant to 
plaintiff-prisoners in their 
claims against the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Prisons. At 
the state level, her expe- 
rience includes oversee- 
ing settlement agree- 
ments involving prison- 
ers with mental illness in 
Illinois, Louisiana, and 
Connecticut.

According to the Na- 
tional Retail Federation, 
holiday gift recipients 
are expected to return 
about $816 billion worth 
of goods this post-holi- 
day shopping season. 

This amount is about 
16.5 percent of the total 
holiday purchases, with 
a slightly higher per- 
centage rate for online 
purchases. 


The 2022 holiday re-- 


turns are expected to be 
more challenging to exe- 
cute than in recent years, 


and experts recommend 
making your decision to 
keep or return a gift as 
soon as possible. 

During the pandemic, 
many retailers extended 
their time to make post- 
holiday returns and ex- 
changes.

When making a return 
or exchange in person, 
remember to bring the 
necessary paperwork. 

You should bring your 


store receipt or gift re- 
ceipt, an email order 
confirmation or order 
number, and a valid ID 
to ensure a smooth re- 
turn process. 

For returns or exchan- — 
ges on defective or 
broken tech, electronic, 
or household appliance 
items, be aware that 
many warranties are ful- 
filled by the manufactur- 
er, not the retailer.

The board approved a 
resident-initiated Arbor 
Day proclamation to sup- 
port Tewksbury’s desig- 
nation as a Tree City. 

Tree House Brewing 
Company sought 30 sepa- 
rate one-day beer and 
wine licenses to host 
customers in a tent out- 
side from Jan. 6 to Feb. 
9. Tree House chief of 
staff Sarah Maggi Morin 
explained that the esti- 
mated number of atten- 
dees is 298, and the com- 
pany holds a “very strict” 
three beer limit.

“Stoneham leaders recently 
sounded the alarm over 
budget-busting inflationary 
pressures that have plagued 
the public construction sec- 
tor over the past year. 
During a joint gathering 
with Stoneham’s Select 
Board, School Committee, 
and Finance Board just last 
week, members of the com- 
munity’s School Building 
Committee warned a per- 
fect storm of labor short- 
ages, supply-chain backlogs, 
and general inflation has 
obliterated the $189.6 million 
budget forecasted just about 
a year ago for a new Stone- 
ham High School (SHS). 
“Throughout this 
process, significant efforts 
shave been made to control 
costs without sacrificing key 
educational programs,” said 
SHS Building Committee 
Co-Chair David Bois, who 
explained that between 
April and September of this 
year, some $24 million in re- 
ductions were made to the 
original SHS design in an ef- 
fort to absorb those unantic- 
ipated pricing increases.

The $25 million being 
sought by town officials in 
Stoneham includes $14.5 
million that is needed to 
cover the minimum specs 
included in the original bid 
package for the three-story 
building.

The remainder of the $25 
million in new funding will 
replenish contingency and 
furniture, fixture, and equip- 
ment (FF&E) budgets that 
were raided in_ recent 
months in order to offset 
previous overruns.

School Build- 
ing Authority (MSBA), 
which supervises all school 
rehabilitation and new con- 
struction projects that re- 
ceive state reimbursement 
dollars, agreed in Nov. of 
2021 to chip in roughly $49 
million for Stoneham’s new 
high school.

; any future assistance will 
‘ be used to reduce citizens’ 
tax burden. 

“You’ve been down a 
tough road with all of this 
escalation. It’s a shame the 
state can’t step in and 
help,” said Stoneham Select 
Board Chair George Sei- 
bold. 

Though currently the 
sole community in the im- 
mediate region struggling 
with school funding woes, 
Stoneham certainly won’t 
be the last municipality in 
The Middlesex East’s cover- 
age area to deal with the in- 
\ flationary and supply-chain 
problems. 

Specifically, because of 
the way the MSBA’s multi- 
faceted approval process 
functions, many neighbor- 


the icon that lasts for what 
feels like an hour and ends 
with a heavy-handed, writ- 
ten statement that Houston 
was the "greatest voice of 
her generation."

¢ The Town of Burling- 
ton, which in October se- 
lected a project manager to 
assist with the MSBA feasi- 
bility study for a new Fox 
Hill Elementary School. 
Town officials say the 1960

The canary in the MSBA 
pipeline 

Learning as many as 16 
other school projects across 
the state are experiencing 
similar last-minute budget- 
ary issues, Stoneham offi- 
cials say the SHS overruns 
should serve as the MSBA’s 
proverbial canary in the 
coal mine. 

According to Town Ad- 
ministrator Dennis Shee- 
han, he has been in regular 
contact with the MSBA and 
Stoneham’s Beacon Hill del- 
egation since last May, 
when the town first began 
wrestling an initial $12 mil- 
lion pricing overrun for the 
new high school. 

At the time, there was lit- 
tle appetite to lobby for big 
changes to the way the state 
funds school building proj- 
ects.

According to a Nov. 2 
statement released by the 
MSBA, agency officials are 


closely monitoring market 


conditions and their effects 
on current and future build- 
ing projects. 

The MSBA says virtually 
all of the 16 projects that 
were scheduled to go out to 
bid in 2022 ended up requir- 
ing more money that was 
originally budgeted. 

“The unanticipated mar- 
ket volatility and supply 
chain issues have signifi- 
cantly affected project bid 
results,” MSBA Executive 
Director Jack McCarthy 
and other agency officials 
said in a recent statement.

education tuitions could 
increase by up to 14 per- 
cent this year. 

With more students mov- 
ing into the district who 
Wilmington needs to pay 
for, they will have 62 out- 
of-district placements next 
year. They’re expecting an 
increase in this area of 
more than $700,000. 

Director of Administra- 
tion and Finance Paul 
Ruggiero attested to the 
increase of transportation 
costs by about $110,000. He 
reported that the district 
is seeking a new contract 
for next year and has re- 
ceived two bids from bus 
companies so far. 

Brand went on to name 
all of the positions that the 
school department cre- 
ated out of Elementary 
and Secondary School 
Education Relief Fund 
(ESSER) grants from 
COVID-19 including family 


engagement specialists, 
general education tutors, 
school counselors, and 
educational assistants. 

“We firmly believe that 
each of. these provides 
value and continued func- 
tion for operation,” he 
continued. 

The educational assis- 
tants, he added, are tied to 
special education pro- 
gramming. 

While the state has seen 
an overall significant de- 
crease in enrollment, 
Brand displayed numbers 
showing Wilmington’s en- 
rollment 70 students above 
their original projection. 
However, they continue to 
lose students between 8th 
and 9th grade, and he said 
that this year’s 8th grade 
class started out small. 
This has led to decreased 
numbers at the high 
school, although he also 
said that some students 
this year returned to the 
high school from technical 


schools. 

Brand addressed the idea 
of staffing increase while 
enrollment is decreasing. 
He explained that they 
have seen an increase in 
the need around special 
education such’ as educa- 
tional assistants and other 
support staff such as psy- 
chologists and social wor- 
kers. Ruggiero later de- 
scribed the need for addi- 
tional family engagement 
specialists, general educa- 
tion tutors, and education- 
al assistants mainly for 
Strides programs. The 
overall staffing numbers 
will be increasing by 4.3 
full time equivalents to 
493.75 total. 

Assistant Superintendent 
Christine Elliott then dis- 
cussed the budget pro- 
posed for elements includ- 
ing licenses, professional 
development, and curricu- 
lum and intervention ma- 
terials. Some of these ele- 
ments are required as a 


result of the recent Equity 
Audit and middle and high 
school program reviews. 
The professional develop- 
ment budget also includes 
the cost of mentorship for 
teachers and staff. 

Elliott also mentioned 
how the need for math 
intervention was identi- 
fied at. the elementary 
level and supported with 
math tutors funded by the 
budget and by grants. 
With the ESSER grants 
now running out, they 
would propose moving 
three tutor positions into 
the budget and using the 
rest of the grant with the 
other two. 

“We are seeing improve- 
ment and learning recov- 
ery from grades 3-5 in 
math, but we still have 
significant work to do to 
reach where I know we 
can be,” she explained. 

The overall budget would 
increase by 4.98 percent 
with these current num- 


bers, with a 7.54 percent 
increase in non-salary 
items and 4.33 percent in- 
crease in salary items. 
Other proposed updates for 
next year are to replace 
projectors and upgrade the 
intercom system at the ele- 
mentary schools and re- 
place a van. 

Brand shared that their 
next steps will involve 
conversations with the 
town manager to under- 
stand what the town can 
support. 

Committeé member Ste- 
phen Turner referenced 
that this budget increase 
of five percent is less 
money considering that 
inflation is seven percent. 

Melissa Plowman asked 
if there could be more 
explanation of the need 
for the family engagement 
specialists and how the 
community is engaging 
since they want to add 
more to the budget. David 
Ragsdale also wanted to 


make sure that they show 
the real value of the posi- 
tions that the district is 
extending through the 
budget while the ESSER 
grants end. 

Plowman wondered what 
population of students are 
requiring out-of-district 
placements. Brown-LeGrand 
answered that these are 
historically elementary 
students whose needs ex- 
ceed what the district can 
provide. 

Jay Samaha said he 
would be interested to see 
how a user fee for the bus 
would impact the budget. 
Brand replied saying that 
they do know that about 
67-70 percent of the dis- 
trict utilizes the bus on a 
regular basis. 

Chair Dr. Jenn Bryson 
asked if the increase of 14 
percent for out-of-district 
placements could be an 
over-projection. Ruggiero 
confirmed that this could 
be the case. 


Board deals with oil spill at Wildwood; school closes for year: 
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and town hall/school ad- 
ministration building as 
shared by the building 
committees early in the 
year. It also was first 
brought up to the board 
how much money in free 
cash the town planned to 
spend toward the town 
hall/school administration 
building and senior center 
— only $6 million to be 
split between the two. 

At the special Town Meet- 
ing in November, money 
was also expended from 
the capital stabilization 
fund. 

When the town learned 
of an oil spill at the Wild- 
wood, the board received 
a presentation from Pub- 
lic Buildings Superinten- 
dent George Hooper who 


explained that the tank 


would be replaced and 
the school could be used 
again, although the school 
department decided to 
keep the building closed 
for the rest of the year 


after the cleanup. The 
board later learned that 
the programs would be 
split between the West In- 
termediate, Woburn Street, 
and Shawsheen Street 
schools for the next year. 
Large projects were 
brought before the board 
for transparency even 
where the board had no 
jurisdiction for voting. 
The first came from LDS 
Consulting Group, LLC at 
100-104 West St. which 
would ideally include in- 
come limits and 70 per- 
cent local preference for 
the affordable units. 
Another issue evolved in 
May with the proposal for 
four residential houses 
and 16 apartments at 79 
Nichols St. The board and 
residents shared their 
concerns at that time with 
the impacts to traffic, 
sewer, and density, along 
with a lack of notification 
to abutters. Later in the 
year, Attorney Michael 
Newhouse wrote to the 
board indicating the appli- 


cant’s willingness to de- 
crease the size of the proj- 
ect, and the applicant even- 
tually proposed only 10 
single-family units and 
one duplex. 

Director of Planning and 
Conservation Valerie Ging- 
rich sent a comment let- 
ter to Mass Housing de- 
scribing the identified is- 
sues in the area such as 
stormwater management, 
grading, and high speed 
driving. 

Back in March, Gingrich 
reported on the _ initial 
guidelines from the DHCD 
due to Wilmington being 
considered an MBTA com- 
munity. It was then that 
she identified that the re- 
quirements were lofty, 
such as a district with at 
least 50 acres located 
within a half-mile radius 
of the MBTA and a mini- 
mum gross density avail- 
able of 15 units per acre. 

The guidelines were im- 
proved upon later in the 
year, although the board 
still advised Gingrich to 


create a plan while they 
weighed the costs of non- 
compliance altogether. 
The concept for 333 An- 
dover St. was presented to 
the board in December so 
that the developer could 
work with the town to pos- 
sibly provide a plot for 


a new fire substation, an ~ 


EDGE sports facility, 
and acreage to meet the 
DHCD guidelines on the 
property with hundreds of 
rental units. 

Town Planner Paul Alun- 
ni brought the board ongo- 
ing updates regarding va- 
rious. street improve- 
ments. The biggest im- 
provement project com- 
pleted this year was the 
Route 62 culvert replace- 
ment. This brought a full 
temporary closure of Route 
62 which was planned for 
three months and later 
Shortened to reduce con- 
gestion and restore public 
safety operations. 

Alunni periodically shared 
updates that the Route 38 
bridge replacement was 


nearing the completion of 
the design stage and the 
Butters Row Bridge proj- 
ect was planned for 2024. 
He also contributed to a 
presentation regarding 
traffic concerns on Nich- 
ols Street which showed 
an average car speed on 
the street of 34 mph, 
which falls below the 
speed limit on some parts 
of the street. 

Fire Chief Bill Cavanaugh 
came before the board in 
June explaining the need 
for a replacement ambu- 
lance after one of the de- 
partment’s vehicles was 
struck in May responding 
to an accident on the high- 
way. He would then come 
back over the summer to 
share the details of the 
plan for public safety 
while Route 62 was closed 
and police and fire could- 
n’t get to the north side of 
town as quickly. 

Suggested marketing tag- 
lines were tested on the 
board in September be- 
fore they supported the 


tagline “It Starts Here” 
with innovation, tradition, 
opportunity, and commu- 
nity rotating in place of 
the word “it.” 

The town responded 
quickly to the water tank 
total coliform positive re- 
sult in September and de- 
tailed the steps that they’d 
taken to mitigate the 
issue. These included re- 


-sampling, notifying resi- 


dents and businesses, is- 
suing the boil order, iso- 
lating the Hillside Way 
Tank, and retesting for 
better results. “ 

Several town positions 
were filled this year, in- 
cluding but not limited to 
Susan Inman as the new 
Assistant Town Manager, 
Jamie Magaldi as the new 
DPW Director taking over 
for Mike Woods and Brett 
Sawin as the new Recre- 
ation Director taking over 
from Karen Campbell. The 
board also saw Judy O’Con- 
nell elected this year and 
taking over as chair from 
Lilia Maselli. 
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Baker-Polito Administration awards $273,516 in grants to 
help local towns meet stormwater permitting requirements 


BOSTON — Building on 
its commitment to protect 
and improve water quality 
across the Commonwealth, 
the Baker-Polito Adminis- 
tration announced that 
$273,516 in grants have been 
awarded to four multi- 
community stormwater co- 
alitions across Massachu- 
setts to help local cities and 
towns meet existing and up- 
coming stormwater man- 
agement requirements. 

The projects, selected by 
the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Environmental Pro- 
tection (MassDEP), were 
awarded to the Pioneer 
Valley Planning Commis- 
Sion, Metropolitan Area Plan- 
ning Council, Charles Riv- 
er Watershed Association, 
and the Merrimack Valley 
Planning Commission. 

“Our Administration is 

proud to partner with cities 
and towns across the Com- 
monwealth to fund efforts 
in these 103 coalition com- 
munities to reduce pollution 
from stormwater dischar- 
ges,” said Governor Charlie 
Baker. “These grants play a 
crucial role in helping com- 
munities meet stormwater 
standards and in educating 
the public about how they 
can play a role in reducing 
pollutants in our stormwater 
Systems.” 

“Stormwater is a complex 
problem and a significant 
source of pollution in wa- 
terways across the Com- 
monwealth,” said Lt. Gov- 
ernor Karyn Polito. “It is a 
problem that requires in- 
novative solutions, and these 
grants will help fund cre- 
ative ideas and programs 
for communities to share 
with each other to help solve 
common water quality is- 
sues.” 

The funding awarded to- 
day will enable Massachu- 
setts municipalities to ex- 
pand their efforts to meet 
Municipal Separate Storm 
Sewer System (MS4) per- 
mit requirements and re- 
duce stormwater pollution 
through coordinated part- 
nerships. There are more 
than 260 Massachusetts mu- 
nicipalities subject to the 
current MS4 permit, issued 
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jointly by the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
and MassDEP, which took 
effect on July 1, 2018. 

“It is important for MS4 
communities to band _ to- 
gether to address stormwa- 
ter problems as the pollu- 
tants are not contained to a 
single community, but im- 
pact waterways in numer- 
ous communities,” said En- 
ergy and Environmental 
Affairs Secretary Beth Card. 
“This funding will enable 
groups of municipalities to 
expand their efforts to meet 
MS4 requirements and re- 
duce stormwater pollution 
through coordinated part- 
nerships that emphasize 
resource sharing.” 

Permit requirements that 
the MS4 communities must 
meet include the develop- 
ment and implementation of 
a public education program, 
adopting more stringent lo- 
cal development rules, lo- 
cating and removing pollu- 
tants that are illegally en- 
tering municipal stormwa- 
ter systems, and installing 
stormwater management 
systems. 

“Stormwater management 
efforts start locally but have 
major positive impacts on 
waterways and watersheds 
all across the Common- 
wealth,” said MassDEP Com- 
missioner Martin Suuberg. 
“These grants will produce 
virtual training sessions to 
help with development, place 
map-based tools online to as- 
sist municipalities, utilize 
aerial imagery to collect da- 
ta on impervious cover, and 
develop an interactive web- 
based toolkit with communi- 
ty characteristics and needs 
in mind.”

The Pioneer Valley Plan- 
ning Commission will host 
a.series of virtual trainings 
on stormwater manage- 
ment for the developer au- 
dience in the Connecticut 
River Stormwater Commit- 
tee and Neponset Storm- 
water Partnership regions 
and will promote site plan-

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ning and design that meets 
new stormwater standards 
and integrates with cli- 
mate change considera- 
tions. Currently available 
tools and incentives will al- 
so be highlighted through 
the trainings and all train- 
ings will be recorded and 
edited for ease of use with 
developer audiences in oth- 
er regions across the state

Metropolitan Area 

Planning Council - $56,800 

The Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council will de 
velop an online, map-based 
tool to assist municipalities 
with identifying sites for 
green infrastructure by eval- 
uating both technical consid- 
erations (such as prevalence 
of impervious surface areas) 
and equity considerations 
(such as proximity to En- 
vironmental Justice popula- 
tions). Key components of the 
project include working with 
a core team of municipal staff 
across multiple watersheds, 
stakeholder engagement to 
inform the tool development, 
and providing training mate- 
rials to assist tool users. 


Charles River Watershed 
Association - $61,970 

The Charles River Water- 
shed Association will part- 
ner with the University of 
Vermont Spatial Analysis 
Land and utilize a very 
high resolution 2021 aerial 
imagery available for Mas- 
sachusetts along with lo- 
cally available impervious 
cover data to derive land 
use and impermeable cover 
for the entire Charles River 
watershed. This data is cri- 
tical to Charles River com- 
munities’ ability to success- 
fully develop and imple- 
ment Phosphorus Control 
Plans, that require esti- 
mates of phosphorus loads 
based on land use at near 
current conditions. 


Merrimack Valley 
Planning Commission - 
$70,500 
Merrimack Valley Plan- 
ning Commission will devel- 
op an interactive web-based 
toolkit to facilitate the as- 


semblage and dissemination 
of MS4 relevant model code 
language specific to commu- 
nity characteristics and 
needs. The toolkit will exist 
as a meta-compilation of 
model language resources 
with statewide applicability 
for a simplified and stream- 
lined code revision experi- 
ence aiding in MS4 compli- 
ance and proactive stormwa- 
ter mitigation efforts. 
“Through its Stormwater 
Collaborative, the Merri- 
mack Valley Planning Com- 
mission (MVPC) has work- 
ed tirelessly to address the 
environmental and health 
concerns that come with 
stormwater, which, when 
left untreated, often con- 
tains dangerous pollutants, 
and can contaminate water 
supplies,” said State Senator 
Diana DiZoglio (D-Methu- 


en). “These important funds’ 


will go a long way in sup- 
porting the MVPC’s mission 
to protect our local natural 


resources.”
